Here and There 


Sixty per cent of Hamilton’s 
population own their own homes, a 
fact revealed by the figures of the 
1923 assessment for the Ontario 
city, which, according to these fig- 
ures, has 26,259 dwellings and 457 
apartments. 


The great flour movement over 
the wharves at Fort William and 
Port Arthur this season has been 
unprecedented, according to reports 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
which, by the end of October, had 
Shipped 239,085 tons of flour to 
lower Lake ports. 


Port Arthur’s building permits 
for the ten months ending October 
showed a total of $2,632,055, which 
is the biggest building year in the 
history of this Ontario city, exceed- 
ing even the total for 1921, one of 
the real estate boom years. 


Canada exported $4,778,000 worth 
of cheese to various countries dur- 
ing the month of October, an in- 
crease of $1,224:000, over the total 
value of cheese exported in October, 
1922, The United Kingdom was by 
far the largest consumer, taking 
215,000 cwt., valued at $4,634,000. 


According to an announcement of 
Hon. E. H. Armstrong, Premier of 
Nova Scotia and Minister of Mines, 
the coal production of his province 
for this year will reach at least 
6,200,000 tons, an increase over last 
year’s production of 4,642,196 tons 
of more than 1,500,000 tons. The 
outlook for 1924 is encouraging. 


The Prince of Wales, uniess inter- 
fered with by affairs of state, in- 
tends to make annual visits to his 
Alberta ranch, Wiliam Carlyle, 
superintendent of the E. P. Ranch, 
told the members of the Canadian 
Society of Technical Agriculturists 
in addressing them at Toronto re- 
cently. 


Fur traders in the distant parts 
of Alberta, Saskatchewan and Brit- 
ish Columbia, ordinarily weeks and 
months from mail service, are now 
getting regular quotations on furs 
from the. Calgary Herald’s radio 
broadcasting service. 


The annual winter carnival at 
Banff, which is yearly becoming 
more popular and is attracting 
sporting enthusiasts from all parts 
of the continent, will be held Feb- 
ruary 2-9, 1924, while the Banff 
annual bonspiel will take place Feb- 
ruary 4-9, 


According to estimates made by 
the Rt. Rev. Dr. G. Exton Lloyd, 
Bishop of Saskatchewan, that prov- 
ince has room for another empire 
north of Prince Albert and North 
Battleford. The bishop has just 
completed a six weeks’ tour of the 
limits of settlement in his diocese, 
covering 2,400 miles, and estimates 
that homes and livings for 250,000 
could be provided in the country re- 
ferred to. 


The adverse balance of grain 
shipments through Canadian. as 
against United States ports is be- 
ing steadily reduced, according to 
Statistics compiled by the Marine 
Department. In 1916 only 91,082,- 
702 bushels of Canadian grain were 
shipped through Dominion ports, 
where as 165,949,989 bushels were 
shipped through the States. The 
figures for 1923, up to September 
1st, on the other ‘hand, show that 
Canada now ships nearly half her 
grain through her own ports. Dur- 
ing this period the amount refist- 
ered has been 108,548,485 bushels 
despatched via Canadian ports and 
120,628,438 via those of the United 
States.

CARIBOO GOLD RUSH 
RECALLED BY DEATH 


Bride-to-be Went From Ontario tto 
B.C. in 1859. 


By 'the death of a brave woman and 
‘the launching of a staunch craft din 
recent weeks the earliest days of 
civilized life in British Columbia are 
linked with the present. Mrs. Ebenezer 
Robson, who went west from Upper 
Canada va the Isthmus of Panama in 
1859, to marry in Victoria, has died in 
Vancouver, leaving many memories of 
thrilling times in the Cariboo gold 
rush. Her husband had gone out a 
few months earlier ‘to serve as mis- 
sionary among tthe gold miners of 
the Fraser river, with headquarters 
at Hope, reaching the field by canoe. 
In 1866 Mrs. Robson was compelled by 
il¥health to return east, but came out 
again im 1881, outliving on the coast 
her husband, who became first presi- 
dent of the British Columbia Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Church, and his 
brother, Hon. John Robson, once pre- 
mier of the Province. 

Wilth the Robson party in 1859, was 
Edward White, father of Rev. J. H. 
White, recently Superintendent of 
Methodist Missions. The Edward 
‘White isithe latest addition to 'the fleet 
of our mission boats operatteld along 
the whole British Columbia coast by 
the Methodist Missionary Society.

BARING-GOULD, NOVELIST, DEAD 


New Trenchard, England, January | 
2—The Rey. Sabine Baring-Gould, : 
English novelist and theologian, died 
this morning. 


The Rev. Sabine Gould, author of 
several books on many subjects during 
his seventy-two years of literary ac- 
tivity, was perhaps best known = as 
the writer of the hymns “Onward 
Christian Soldfers," “Now the Day Is 
Over,” “Through the Night of Doubt 
und Sorrow,” and “On the Resurrec- 
tlon Morning.” 

Born on Jannary 24, 1834, at Exeter. 
he began his career as a writer at the 
age of twenty and published works 
of fiction, history, folk-lore relgton, 
travel and mythology in rapid suc- 
cession. His last book, “A Demon 
Churchman,” appeared in June, 1923. 

He was a devoted student of folk 
lore, songs and legends, especially 
those of Devonshire, which he pre- 
served for posterity in several collec-

INNISFAIL FARM 


Danish Prince Soqn to Wed Canadian 
Multi-Millionaire’s Daughter; Sees 
Great Future for Industry in Alberta. 


In the past few years much atien- 
tion has been paid to the dairying 
industry of Alberta, and from time to 
time stimulus has been given to it 
by ‘the pronouncement of its rapid 
srowth, the export of tts surplus to 
other countries, and the extent of 
its prize :winningts. Stimulus ‘and 
publiaity to a growing fndujtry are 
very necessary if it fis to attain any 
great prportion. Alberta thas re- 
cently received more stimulus for its 
dairy work and from a quarter rather 
unexpected. 

The news ithat His Royal Highness 
Primce Drik Frederick Christian Alex- 
ander, third son of their Royal High- 
nesses Prince and Princess Waldemar 
of. Denmark, ts ‘to wed a Canadian 
girl brings: to light the fact that he fis 
a keen dairyman carrying on work in 
Alberta, 

Has Dairy Farm: 

Prince Erik has a dairy farm of a 
quarter section more or _ less, att 
MarkerviNe, which is situated about 
twelve miles west of Innisfail and 
about half way between Oalgary and 
Edmonton. It is said that the prince 
is a keen dairyman, and according 
to Dan Morkeberg, an ex-M.L.A., is 
giving special attention to dairying 
and mixed farming, and has adapted 


himself remarkably well to the work |' 


as carried out in Canada. 

Landing in New York on February 
1, 1916, he came to the dominion with 
the intention ‘of studying scientific 
farming, and Mr. Morkeberg has act- 
ad as his instructor. The first act 
of the prince in his new country was 
to drop all rank, and though a cousin 
of King George of England, and the 
son of Prince Waldemar, a ranking 
admiral of the Danish navy, when he 
reached Edmonton he registered at 
the Macdonald hotel as plain Mr. 
Ericsson. 

Farmed in England 

Prince Erik was not exactly new 
to agricultural work when he first set 
foot in Alberta, for he had spent two 
industrious yeans on a farm in East 
Gloucestershire, England, where he 
lived with a gentleman farmer, and 
soon became educated to the work. 

Mr. Morkeberg, who is engaged in 
extensive dairying and operates ¢hree 
creameries at Innisfail, turning out 
over 500,000 pounds of ‘butter per 
annum, declares that “Mr. Bricsson” 
went at hs work sysitematically after 
arriving. He worked in the flelds and 
stalbtcls and later tin ‘the dairy in order 
to get a first hand practical know- 
ledge of agriculture as carried out in 
Alberta. 

It is sald that primarily he wanted 
to practise the work asyit was done 
in Denmark, but soon Yound, under

and was not content ito: See 
hearsay,” says Mr. Morkeberg. He 
insisted in doing every task that 
whs to be undertaken around the 
dairy and the farm. Like the Prince 
lof Wales he was not afraid of work 
‘and no job was too menial for him. 
He foresaw a great future for the 
indertry jn Alberta, and so gave 
undivided attention to ‘the study 
of this branch of farming until he 
completely m‘astered it. Now he is 
determined to stick, for his royal 
highness states that he likes the 
people of the province ws well as the 
climate, so ‘that he is determined ‘to 
spend a great deal of his time in the 
west. The remainder he wilt put in 
with his future bride, Miss Lois Fran- 
ces Booth, granddaughter of J. T 
Booth, the lumber king of Canada, in 
Denmark, it is said. 


Resembles ‘English Prince 


Prince Erik speaks English, and 
would not be distinguished from any 
other healthy young Alberta farmer. 
He stands six ‘feet tall and, tanned 
and sturdy, is the embodiment of 
the race of agriculturists of the west. 
Tt is said that ‘he beans some resem- 
blance to his cousin, the Prince of 
Wales. At any rate he has one thing 
in common, which is the avoidamce of 
publicity. He fis a frequent visitor to 
Calgary and Edmonton, but on every 
occasion that he puts in an appear- 
ance in one or other of the two cities, 
it {s found by newspapermen that he 
‘is difficult to get hold of. But when 
it is possible tio get in touch with him, 
it fs discovered that he is of a very 
affable nature. ‘22 

In February, 1917, when returning 
to Denmark, he was sttranded fn Cal- 
gary. This was due to the fact that 
all ocean steamers had been booked 
up, and he had to watt for another 
boat. But he took things very phil- 
osophicaMy, and without worrying un- 
duly registered alt the Palliser hotel, 
where he wiled away his time. 


An Ordinary Farmer 


“What we liked about him.” says 
Mr. Morkeberg, speaking for ‘the far- 
mers of Murkerville generally, “was 
his qaapaci'ty for neighborliness and 
good, cleam, hard work.” Tt is ‘said by 
his neighbors that he has been a fine 
man and a good farmer. It is also 
stated that he wals the very last to 
let it be known thiat he was a prince 
and only wamted to be regarded as an 
ordinary farmer. His farm and build- 
ings would suggest nothing but occu- 
pation by an ordinary Albertan. There 
is nothing pretentious or elaborate 
about them, and there is an absolute 
absence of any display af wealth. 

He {fs darrying on his work with 
good cows, regularly and carefully, 
and doing it successfully. He is one 
example of many. The publicity of 
the marriage of a royal western dairy 
farmer to a gin of the dominion will 
do mach to show the world that diatiry 
work can be accomplished success- 
fully in the west, and that it must be 
a good thing if @ prince will take such 
a& great interest in ft.

The recent action of the President 
of the Western Canada Hockey 
League in suspending Sparrow of the 
Edmonton Club for two games, fining 
Keats of the same club and suspend- 
ing Lalonde of the Saskatoon Club 
for one game has caused a furore in 
athletic ‘circles. 

The action against the Edmonton 
Club. was taken immediately after 
that club had trounced the Calgary 
Club at Edmonton and just before the 
same clubs met at Calgary. From the 
reports in the Edmonton newspapers 
the big offender in the game there 
was Dutton, who was given three pen- 
alties. Sparrow only offended once, 
and that -was because of ‘the referee 
using foul language to him. Yet he 
drew a suspension of two games and 
Dutton was not even reprimanded. 
The referee at Edmonton did not 
complain, but Richardson, who was at 
the game, took the action on his own 
initiative. We states that Keats 
struck a spectator.

The Calgary team are now spoken of 
as Richardson’s Pets. Calgary is his 
home town, and there will be few ffol- 
lowers of hockey who will not think 
Richardson is not doing his best to

THE ANNUAL FAIR 


The annual meeting of the Agricul- 
tural Society brings into mind the 
annual Fair. The past year was in 
some respects a remarkably success- 
ful one. In some lines the quantity of 
stock shown was in excess of other 
years and in some very much below, 
but in every case the quality was 
maintained or bettered. The breeders 
and farmers who showed their herds 
or individual animals are entitled to 
a great deal of praise and credit. 

According 'to reports 'the exhibitions 
in the States have had the same ex- 
perience as here. But the small 
exhibitor has taken less active inter- 
est across the line. What has made 
their shows a little better there than 
here has been ‘the fact that the lead- 
ing State and Agricultural Colleges 
have shown their ‘herds. We should 
like to see tthe same thing done here. 
It would not discourage ‘the small pri- 
vate exhibitor if the institutions did 
not prevent him getting ‘the cash 
prizes. This could be avoided easily 
by baving ithe animals in ‘the ordinary 
_ classes but having the prize money go 

‘onty to private exhibitors. Undoubt- 
edly the standard of stock shown 
would be higher and the educational 
value of the Fairs greater.

THE CHEAPENING OF 
THE FRANCHISE 


We commented sometime ago on the 
way in whidh democracy has ‘become 
discredited, threatened, or overthrown 
in various parts of the world. In- 
efficiency is the shortest and most 
comprehensive explanation of this 
decline in tho reputation of democ- 
racy. It is ‘desirable that we should 
ask ourselves why a fonm of govern- 
ment which {s 'theoretically admirable 
should in practice be proving some- 
thing of a failure, or at least a disap- 
poilntment. It is customary nowadays 
to sneer at the politicians and to 
ascnibe most of our troubles to them. 
The very word “politician” {s acquir- 
ing an ugly meaning just a3 “company 
promoter” has already acquired it.

Yet there is no real justification for 
this. If these politicians are really so 
corrupt and incompetent as we sug- 
gest, how does it happen that ‘they 


can obtain a hearing in the commun- 


ity? A people which meekly allows 
itself to be dictated to by corrupt 
incompetents must itself be singularly 
lacking in intelligence and backbone, 

The answer of those who condemn 
the politicians is that the latter de- 
Mberately made their misleading and 
attractive appeals ‘to the ignorant 
voters, and, having captured their ad- 
herence, swamp the more educated 
and capable section of the electorate, 
who are much in the minority. That 
may quite well be so. Then, how 
does it come ‘about that 'the majority 
of the voters are ignorant and liable 
to be led astray in this easy fashion? 
The answer is ‘that under the system 
of adult suffrage it is inevitable that 
the bulk of ‘the electors should be 


people of more or less limited educa-' 


tion and intelligence. That being said, 
the real root ofthe miischief has been 
reached. It is perfectly true that the 
present system of adult suffrage, 
which gives ‘the vote to every person 
indiscriminately on ‘the attainment of 
a certain age, does result im the 
mass of the electorate being ignorant 
and careless as to public questions. 
What is easily got is little valued, and 
a vote acquired by the mere passage 


of time is not in the leastt likely 'to be 


highly regarded or carefully used. In 
other words, we have so cheapened 
and degraded the rights of citizen- 
ship that few of our ‘citizens take the 
trowble to qualify themselves in any 
way whatever for the wise exercise of 
their rights. They do not vote at all, 
or they vote for the man with the 
most facile manners, or who calls him- 
self by some old party name, which 
once stood for steadfastly cherished 
principles. ‘Wholly ignorant of and 
indifferent tto the history of their fore- 
fathers, they do not know with how 
great a price was this citizenship ob- 
tained. They themselves are, as it 
were, citizens born, and careless ac- 
cordingly. 

The privilege of citizenship is 
worthy of better treatment. The 
right of voting is taken for granted 
as a thing of such value that the very 
hint of disfranchisement at any time 
can be counted on totraise a storm of 
protest. If it’ is so valuable, ought 
there not to be some qualification for 
it? There was a time when service in 
arms was the qualification for ‘the 
vote. There was another time when 
payment of taxes or the possession of 
property was the qualification. These 
have been done away with. There is, 
however, no reason whatever why 
the man who wishes to exercise the 
privilege ‘of voting should not be re- 
quired to prove his qualification to do 
so either by public service or by pass- 
ing an examination In his knowledge 
of the history, the government, and 
the public problems of his country. It 
is sheer rubbish to say that any man 
who comes into a country, or lives in 
it,makeall he can out of it for him- 
self, pays the minimum of taxes, and 
does nothing whatever for the country 
except umintentionally, is thereby en- 
titled toa vote in its government. If 
he is not sufficiently interested in the 
country or ‘sufficiently unselfish or in- 
telligent to be ready to study its public 
problems and prove his study by a 
suitable ‘test, or his unselfishmess by 
voluntary service (not by holding a 
lucrative government post) then the 
has no right whatever to any voice in 
the government of the country, and 
he ought not to be allowed any such 
voice. 

As long as ‘the present system pre- 
vails of unqualified voters selecting 
equally unqualified representatives, so 
long will the government be at the 
mercy of pretentious humbugs, until] 
the time comes with us, as it has re- 
cently come in several Wuropean 
countries, when a resolute minority 
make up their minds to have done 
with'this costly farce, and ‘the degrad- 
ed system is swept away to make 
room for something less unworthy of 
respect. 


MUNICIPAL TAXATION 


Toronto, the second largest city of 
Canada, at its municipal election on 
the first of January defeated ‘by a 
large majority a proposal for a gradual 
reversion to the system of the single 
tax for the dity’s revenue. This re- 
sult still further confirms the opinion 
which experience has led most of the 
cities of Canada 'to form, namely, that 
the single tax ‘is not a sound system 
of urban taxation, and tthat {ff city 
finances are to be kept on ‘a :perman- 
ently reliable foundation, site values 
alone must not be relied on for taxa- 
tion, but other values sweh as improve- 
ments and business rentals, must also

be made subject to taxation. The 
single tax may suffice in ‘time of boom 
jand rising land values, but it tails 
| completely in times of depression and 
anrested growth, tto which all cities 
‘are Hable at some period or another. 
_ Even when it is in practice a success, 
the ‘siingle tax is not really equitable, 
for it amounts in fact to making only 
one portion of ‘the city’s assets bear 
the whole burden of the city’s admin- 
istration. So far as the city is concern- 
jed, it is not so much the site of its 
| buildings as the buildings themselves 
‘and the businesses carried on in 
them, which constitute its source of 
| wealth and form its real assets. It is 
quite true that it seems a pity to 
| penalise, as iit were, the putting of im- 
| provements on land by taxing them, 
j but inasmuch as the improvements 
1 are intended to benefit the improver 
| primarily and do so benefit him, and 
i further as their value is to some ex- 
tent at least constituted by their 
association with ‘the remainder of the 
\city, it is only fair that they should 
contribute'to the expense of the city’s 
administration. The single tax theory 
is a rather crude product of economic 
theories which treat the land as' the 
one and only source of wealth in the 
world, and also of class hostility de- 
rived from former Buropean condi- 
tions, when the land was in the hands 
of a small oligarchy which aimed at 
excluding all those outside its ranks 
from ownership of land, and ‘share in 
the privileges of such ownership, 
thereby provoking against itself a 
demand that land as the source of all 
national wealth and power should also 
bear all the national burdens. Such 
specious and unsound ideas are out of 
placein the Canada of today. Apart 
from all theories sheer necessity ren- 
ders ‘tthe single tax system imprac- 
ticable at present. If it had been re- 
tained, the administration of most 
Canadian cities would have simply 
broken down, and a series of mumici- 
pal bankruptcies with consequential 
hardship, loss and inconvenience 


would have been the result. It is 
therefore satisfactory to see that 
Toronto has no intention of giving 


support to the plea for the adoption 
of the system.

The President, Mr. Patterson, Mr. 
Bjorkeland and others discussed the 


financial position of the Society. 
Though they had had very hard luck 
with the Midway and concessions, ow- 
ing to the Bernardi Shows being twice 
wrecked by storms in Saskatchewan 
and $2000 having to be advanced for 
freight by the Western Canada B Fairs 
Association to bring them to Red Deer, 
and though the dining hall and re- 
freshment concessions were down, yet 
the Fair cleared about $1500 on the 
year’s business. The Bank overdraft 
was reduced from $5500 to $2000, but 
the Provincial government grant earn- 
ed in 1923 and to be received in 1924 is 
$1850 as compared with $3150 earned 
in 1922 and received in 1923. It was 
decided to pay interest on the out- 
standing notes owing to the directors 
and others. The Fair went down badly 
in 1921,owing tothe entries taking 85 
per cent of the prizes offered, instead 
of the usual 65 per cent, which made 
a difference of 20 per cent on _ over 
$10,000, or over $2000, The Society had 
to pay out $6500 in stock prizes to get 
the Dominion government grant, 80 
had to offer over $10,000 in _ prizes, 
judging from past years, to be sure of 
attaining this minimum of $6500. All 
the Fairs that year were hit in the 
game way by an utterly unexpected 
exhibit of stock. Mr. Bjorkeland point- 
ed out that with the Dominion and 
Provincial Government grants, and the 
Breeders’ grants—Red Deer being the 
only B class Fair in Alberta to receive 
these Breeders’ grants—and the entry 
fees, the directors were not called on 
for a cent of prize money in the Hol- 
steins, at least, and in some other 
olasses, probably. The directors ap- 
preciate Mr. Bjorkeland’s efforts in 
procuring these Breeders’ grants. 

As Me. Cruickshank, the First Vice-

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THE PULPWOOD 
COMMISSION 


To the Editor of The News. 


According to press reports, the 
Royal Commission on Pulpwood is 
about to resume its peregrinations 
about the country which came to a 
halt a few weeks ago. 

Considering the state of Canada’s 
finances and the fact that the govern: 
ment finds itself under the necessity 
of imposing a new and an increased 
sales tax on everything the consumer 
has to buy, the waste of money—to say 
nething of the utter futility involved 
in the creation and continuance of 
this Commission—cannot be ‘character- 
ized as anything less than an outrage 
upon the public. 

Any excuse which might have exist- 
ed to justify the Commission, disap- 
peared when the government passed 
the row notorious secret order-in- 
counjl exempting pulpwood under 
contract for a period of ten years from 
the operations of any embargo that 
might be imposed under the recom- 
miendations of the Commission. This, 
together with the government’s pledge 
that wood from farm lands would also 
be evempt, removes the last vestige 
of possibility that the present govern- 
ment can or will do anything to pro- 
tect ‘this great natural resource of 
Canada from foreign depredation, for 
the rate at which Canada is being de- 
pleted of her pulpwood amounts to 
nothing short of that. Trade returns 
show that for the first eleven months 
of 'this year 1,416,000 cords of pulp- 
wood have been exported to the Unit- 
ed States, an increase of 445,000 
cords, or more than 45 percent., over 
the corresponding period of last year. 
The “evidence” already taken ‘by 
the Commission emphasizes the 
farcical character of its proceedings, 
the great bulk of it consisting of 
monotonous repetitions by American 
pulpwood buyers and their represen- 
tatives that an embargo would injure 
the business of exporting pulpwood— 
which is precisely the object and the 
justification for the proposed embar- 
go. The so-called “information” which 
the Commission is credited with gath- 
ering consists largely of extravagant 
misstatements of no value and not 
only misleading in themselves but 
whose propagation is seriously injur- 
ious to Canada’s best interests. 

But even the agitation for an embar- 
go has had at least one good effect. 
It ‘has brought into being mo less 
than twelve applications for locations 
for new pulp mills in this country, 
which indicates beyond any doubt that 
if the American market for the wood 
is cut off there will follow a domestic 
demand sufficient ‘to absorb all the 
reasonably available wood, and Cana- 
da will be benefitted by the revenues 
derived from ‘its manufacture in this 
country. Of course if the government 
persists in its policy of allowing the 
free export of the wood, these new 
mills will not be built in Canada. 

But the expense of the Commission, 
the members of which receive from 

25 to $35 a day each, and $15 addi. 
tional for travelling expenses, is an 
inexcusable imposition on the tax- 
payers. Surely a country which ‘bears 
the unenviable reputation of being the 
only one in the world, outside of Ger- 
many, whose public debt is Increasing 
and whose national budget fails to 
balance, can find better uses for the 
tax-payers’ money than in .paying for 
the needless joy-riding about the 
country of a useless Government Com- 
mission.

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FLOOD OF ORDERS 
FOR SEED 


As a result of 'the world’s records 
won at Chicago recently ‘by Alberta- 
grown seed grain, the Provincial De- 
partment of Agriculture has been 
flooded with orders from many coun- 
tries for seed grain from its cleaning 
and marketing plant. Enquiries for 
more than 150 carloads have been re- 
ceived by W. J.. Stephen, Field Crops 
Commissioner, from points in the 


United States, Great Britain and 
Europe. 

The plant will handle about 50,000 
bushels this season, and _ possibly 
more. Last season fit handled 16,500 
bushels. Farmers in Alberta who de- 


sire seed from the provincial plant 
are advised to get their orders in at 
once, so that they may have their re- 
quirements filled. 

Prices for the registered seed from 
the plant have finally been fixed as 
follows: Registered Marquis and Ruby 
Wheat, Extra No. 1, $1.00 per bushel; 
4th generation, $1.15; 3rd generation, 
$1.25; 2nd generation, $1.35; 1st gen- 
eration, $1.75; Strange’s Premium,

Oats, Extra Nio. 1, 60c per bushel; 
5th generation, 65c; 4th generation, 
65c; 3rd generation, 70c; 2nd gener- 
ation, 85c; 1st generation, $1.10; Big- 
land’s Premium, $1.10. Registered 
Barley, $1.00 per bushel:

New Road Program 


The Department of Public Works 
have prepared an extensive road pro- 
gram which will take at lease five 
years to complete. The program ar. 
ranged will make provision for the 
improvement and development of the 
market road system as well as the 
highway syatem. Substantially in- 
creased provincial grants will be 
given to Municipal Districts for the 
purpose of improving their market 
roads, and tthe District Engineers will 
be relieved of some of their present 
duties in order that they may dévote 
more ‘time to advising Municipal 
Councils on road building. The need 
or improving the market road sys- 
tem in the province is urgent in order 
to provide better facilities for market 


“ing farm produce, but, unfortunately, 


this work has been delayed owing to 
the financial condition in which the 
present government found the prov- 
ince on assuming office. The main 
highway system will be improved con- 
currently with the market road sys- 
tem and will be financed by capitaliz- 
ing a portion of the revenue from auto 
licenses for a period of 15 years. 
Bonds wilt be sold for 3% million dol- 
lars and that amount will be spent on 
the highway system over the five- 
year period. Each year for 15 years 
an amount from the auto license 
revenues will be set aside to pay the 
interest on 'the bonds and create a 


‘sinking fund which will provide for 


the maturing ‘bonds. At the expiry 
of fifteen years the provincial debt 
will not be increased as a result of 
the program now arranged. The main 
highway system will be brought up to 
a standard to be approved of by the 
Federal Highway Commission and 
will earn the Federal Aid Grant of 1% 
million which will leave about 2 mil- 
lion dollars of an actwal expenditure by 
the province. The province will apply 
for an extension of time on tle 
Federal Aid Grant on the grounds 
that many of the road: which will be 
{mproved with ‘this expenditure will 
be arteries feeding the National Parks, 
and improved roads will bring more 
revenue to the Parks Branch of the 
Federal Government. A great deal of 
the preliminary work incident to prop- 
er road construction has been done 
during the last two years with the re- 
sult that engineering princip!es will 
be applied throughout the entire pro- 
gram. Gravel will be used in locali- 
ties where deposits are suitably locat- 
ed.
